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It has, no doubt, been for some time expected that the connection of Mr, 
J. W. Scott with this journal would be discontinued, and our readers will 
not be surprised at the absence of his name from these pages. 

While the lists given by Mr. Scott have been excelient and very complete, 
we have for some time felt that much explanatory information, that is invaluable 


to the student, was omitted. 

Beginning with the September number our readers will receive, from month 
to month, instalments of an absolutely complete catalogue of postage stamps, 
stamped envelopes and newspaper wrappers. 

_ ‘Thecatalogue will not be priced, but each month we shall publish a price list 
of those varieties catalogued in the previous number that we may have in 
stock, or are likely to have from time to time. 

Each issue will be described by its appropriate engraving, and all matters 
of interest pertaining thereto will be given in full. In this way the collector 
will have a genuine “vade mecum’’ ready for immediate reference. 

All varieties of paper, watermark and perforation will be fully described, 
as well as all errors, whether in the original plates or stones, or in surcharge. 

In order not to conflict with the numbers contained in our regular priced 
catalogue, we shall number the stamps consecutively beginning with No. 
2000. Wherever dangerous counterfeits are known, they will be noted and 
where possible, their distinguishing marks will be given. 

Reprints will be catalogued as such, wherever they are known to exist. 

This work will necessitate a great deal of research and we may in some instan- 
ces overlook items published years ago, which are of importance. As this 
work will be entirely in the interest of the collector we would request our 
readers to give us any information not generally known, that they may have 
in regard to any stamps, and we would at the same time be grateful for hav- 
ing our attention called to any errors or omissions that may appear, so that we 
can correct them in the following numbers, thus accomplishing the purpose 
we have in view. 

Many cataloguers have attempted to give full lists of all existing shades, 
in many instances mentioning from 8 to 10 such varieties. However, in all 
such instances, the collector of shades will find these lists woefully incom-

plete, and profiting by the many failures before us, we shall not pay any 
attention to shades, unless they show a distinct difference of color. 

Such a catalogue as we design, published in the English language, has long 
been the desideratum of all intelligent collectors, and we trust that they will 
rally loyally to our support in this far from light undertaking. 





THE NEW SALVADOR STAMPS. 


During the past few weeks we have heard a great deal about the iniquity of 
a certain Bank NoteCompany for allowing the Republic of Salvador to indulge 
in a desire for having different stamps for every year, but we fear the critics 
have here, as in many other instances, drawn their conclusions from the flimsiest 
kind of premises. 

The facts of the matter as already published, are as follows: N. F. See- 
beck, Secretary of the Hamilton Bank Note Co, entered into a contract with 
the Salvador Government, to furnish them each year for 10 years with a new 
set of stamps, envelopes and wrappers, and in payment therefor he is to receive, 
on delivery of each new parcel, all the stock of the former issue remaining 
unsold in the various post-offices of the country in question, At the same 
time that he receives these remainders, he is to receive full possession of and 
control over the plates of the issue thus put out of use, and is to have 
the privilege of reprinting the stamps, if he should so desire. 

This is the gist of the contract, and immediately after its publication some 
of our intelligent contemporaries, waxed warm in deprecation of this contract, 
particularly as regards the permission to reprint, and from their expressions 
we should judge that the reprints were already offered and sold broadcast. 

Some of these critics, evidently forgetting the value of deliberation, have 
already declared that they would never recognize the stamps as postal issues. 

Among this number we regret to find the American Philatelist, for in its 
representative position, that journal should weigh its words, and not allow its 
sayings to-be relegated to the ridiculous and grotesque. 

A calm investigation of the terms of the contract and its natural conse- 
quences will be of advantage, and we have no doubt that our readers, after 
following us in our argument, will agree that somebody has made a fool of 
himself, and that the publishers of this journal are not that somebody. 

The first point in question is that the Bank Note Company is to supply a 
different issue for each year for ten years. On this feature alone, has the con- 
tract been condemned, and we have been informed that collectors should not 
encourage such actions on the part of any country. If this reasoning were to 
be followed, collectors should reject from their collections, all the early issues 
of Cuba, Porto Rico, Spain and the United Statesof Colombia. Would any- 
body think of acting on this advice ? 

Secondly, the Bank Note Company receives the remainder of the stamps at 
the expiration of each year and receives the plates as well. 

Let us for a moment look at the reason for this action and the result. 

The reason can be only one of economy, for the Salvador government, from 
year to year, will receive the new issues they want without paying any money 
for them, as the Bank Note Company has agreed to take these remainders in 
full payment for the stamps they are to deliver. 

In order to obtain payment for the stamps they have thus delivered, and 
not being dealers in stamps, the Bank Note Company must sell each successive 
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remainder, ex d/oc, to some dealer whose connections will warrant his purchasing 
such a quantity at one time. 

If the plates from which the stamps are printed, were to remain under the 
control of the authorities of Salvador, they could order reprints 
from them to be made at any time, and no sane dealer would invest a large 
amount of money in a parcel of stamps with the knowledge that at any time 
they could be reprinted by millions and his stock rendered practically unsaleable, 
except at a great sacrifice and consequent loss on his investment, For the 
same reason the dealer would not consent to leave the plates in the hands of 
the Bank Note Company, for they also might, of their own accord, or on receipt 
of a good offer, reprint from them. 

This leaves only two means of disposing of the plates, namely: either the 
dealer who purchases the stamps must receive the plates, or they must be 
destroyed. 

The former will certainly not be the alternative adopted, for in order to se 
cure to themselves a certain return on their investment, the Bank Note Com- 
pany must print for the government a sufficient number of stamps, over and 
above its postal needs for a year, to be able to tempt purchasers to pay a good 
price, and the purchaser, obtaining so large a quantity could supply the world 
for years and years, obviating the necessity for reprinting. 

Hence only one resource remains rhe plates must be destroyed, and this 
is what will be done with them. 

Now as to the results. 

Certain it is that the Government of Salvador wants ten different issues of 
stamps in ten years, and just as certain that collectors will want these stamps, 
as they will be nex essary for a ¢ omplete collection, 

As the values will run from 1 cent up to $10 09, collectors would be appalled 
at the idea of paying about $200 in ten years for the current stamps of Salvador. 

As the purchase of the remainders by any dealer will necessitate the outlay 
of a considerable amount of money, he must look for the best means of selling 
a large quantity and thus realizing on his investment. As a consequence he 
must sell the stamps at a low rate, and the collector, after the lapse of one 
year, will be able to obtain for one or two dollars the same stamps that he 
would have to pay $20.00 for if the provisions of the contract were not exactly 
as they are. 


THE STAMPS OF J POST OFFICES, SURCHARGED fF 


BY FREDERIC MONGIRI, 


By virtue of firmans, or governmental decrees, issued at various times, and 
into whose chronological details we need not enter for the moment, several 
European countries and Steamship companies received permission to establish 
Post Offices, either in Constantinople, on the lines of their routes, or in the 
interior towns of the Empire. 

Thus, Great Britain and Germany have a Post Office in Constantinople, 
France in Constantinople and in several other cities of the Empire, the Rus- 
sian Steam Navigation Co., in Constantinople and in almost every town at 
which its agencies are located, and Austria, besides the postal service carried 
on by the Austro-Hungarian Lloyds at all points at which their steamers touch, 
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has a bureau of international correspondence and a post office at Adrianople. 
Greece also had several offices, but these were all closed in November, 1881, 
in consequence of diplomatic arrangements entered into between Mr. 
Coundouriotti, Greek Minister at Constantinople, and the Grand Vizier of the 
Empire. 

All of these postal bureaus received International correspondence, and 
formed part of the postal administration of their respective countries ; they 
used the regular stamps of their countries, with the exception of Austria and 
Russia which have always had special stamps for their Eastern offices. 

Their functions are more limited than those of the respective home offices, 
as can be best illustrated by example ; the French offices issue money orders 
only on France, the British only on Great Britain and its Colonies, whereas 
the German offices are less limited in their scope, issuing orders on all countries 
which have not their own offices in the Empire. 

The same applies to the Postal Packet system, except that Great Britain has 
not yet opened any such branch of the service. 

The organization of the Turkish post office for international correspondence 
is still in its infancy, the service was organized in 1875 or 1876, and while it 
must be admitted that it is improved from day to day, it still does not offer all 
the conveniences, privileges or security, which are offered by all similar admin- 
istrations of Europe. It does not issue money orders and has no parcel post 
system. 

This lengthy introduction is necessary to a correct underst: anding of the sub- 
ject of my paper, which I have revised in haste, and which may possibly pre- 
sent some slight errors in dates. 

In accordance with the Treaty of Berne, which fixed upon 25 centimes as 
the rate for 15 grammes on international correspondence, the Turkish post 
office at first charged 1% piastres (see issue of January, 1876,) for ordinary 
letters of 15 grammes, i. e. they approximated to the 25 centimes. 

It is of course known, that the Turkish currency is the piastre (ghrouch 
Turkish) divided into 40 paras, whose exact value is 22,45 centimes. 

The Turkish post office in charging 14 piastre or 50 paras (issue of Sept. 
15th, 1876,) in reality received 28 centimes, which price was asked by all the 
foreign post offices, who sold the 25 centimes, 20 pfennig, 244 pence and to 
soldi respectively for 50 paras. 

As the Turkish postal service did not offer the same security as those of the 
countries represented there, it was used but very little, except by those patriot- 
ically inclined and by the Imperial officials. (even these use the foreign post 
offices for certain purposes) 

After a short time, the Turkish government, either to conform with the 
regulations of the Treaty of Berne, or to attract a larger clientéle, reduced 
the postage to one piastre, and somewhat later (May 1880 ) issued the stamps 
of one piastres. (The error final s, was corrected in April 1881.) 

Immediately thereatter the Austrian and German offices sold the 10 soldi 
and 20 pfennig stamps, for one piastre 

But the result, in the case of the German stamps was a peculiar one, and 
one that could not occur in the case of Austria, as the stamps of the latter 
country had the value in so/di, and the stamps in this currency were not re- 
ceivable for postage in Austrian territory. 

As the 20 pfennig stamps was in reality worth more than 22 ;%y centimes, 
speculators purchased large quantities of the stamps, and sent them to Ger- 
many, receiving German money therefor. In this way they realized a good 
profit, even allowing some discount on the stamps. 
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In compiling the statistics of the German post office in Constantinople, it 
was found that the number of stamps sold was enormously in excess of the 
quantity used for postage, and the estimated quantity remaining in the pos- 
session of the merchants using the German mails. 

Hence the scheme mentioned above was discovered, andit was decided to 
surcharge the stamps with the value in Turkish money at which they were to 
be sold. 

At the end of January, 1884, the German offices began the sale of these 
stamps, surcharged in black, on the 1880 issue of Germany. 

10 para on 5 pfennig violet 
20 Teas rose 
I piastre on 20“ blue 
7 tp brown 
50° ™ pale green 

It is said that some of the values have been surcharged in blue, but I have 
not as yet seen any. 

Almost at the same time the Russian offices sold the 7 kopek stamp for 1 
piastre. The English and French offices continued selling the 2% pence and 
25 centimes stamps, respectively, for 50 paras.

At a meeting of the French residents of Constantinople, a memorial to the 
French Minister of Posts and Telegraphs was drawn up, setting forth the ad- 
vantages that would accrue to the French Post Office in Constantinople by 
sellirg the 25 centimes stamp for one piastre. ‘They also set forth that under 
existing circumstances the majority of French merchants preferred using the 


offices of the other countries, which offered the same facilities and security as 
the French office, and sold their stamps so much cheaper. 
time nothing was done.

The British offices, more progressive than the French, announced that after 
the first of August, 1885, the price of the 2)}2 pence stamp would be reduced 
to 40 paras, (one piastre,) and on the date mentioned, British stamps of the 
1884 issue, surcharged in Turkish value, were put on sale. The set comprised 
the following :

France soon followed England's lead and announced the sale of stamps at 
the reduced rates, to take place August 16th, 188s. 
On that date the following were put on sale :

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ON CERTAIN ISSUES OF THE TRANSVAAL. 
BY FRED. JEPPE, 


Late Postmaster-General of the Transvaal. 


(Philatelic Record, May 1889.) 


In a paper read before the Philatelic Society of London by Major E. B. 
Evans, R.A., published in the Philatelic Record for January, 1885, No. 72, 
which only now has come under my notice, through the courtesy of Mr. 
Tamsen, of Tweefontein, the history is given of the 1869 envelopes. as furn- 
ished by me to Mr. Tamsen in August, 1884. If I had known that the issue— 
I may say private issue—of these envelopes to a friend in an unguarded 
moment would cause such a stir in the Philatelic world, and would serve as 
a peg for all sorts of insinuations against my character, private and official, 
I would long ago have found means to write in the philatelic journals regard- 
ing these envelopes, and in order to vindicate my character. 

The history of the 1869 envelopes is accurately given by Mr. Tamsen, as 
quoted by Major Evans in his paper. With regard to the footnote on page 
241, I must draw attention to the words used in my communication to Mr. 
Tamsen, that “as far as J can remember’ the forty-nine envelopes forward- 
ed to Dudley Atlee were the only ones supplied by me. It is difficult to 
remember things that happened nineteen years ago; but I was not at all 
surprised to find, according to the footnote referred to, that some parties 
present at the meeting also claimed to have received these envelopes from 
me on payment of their nominal value. But whether I received payment 
for these envelopes or not has nothing at all to do with the question at issue ; 
namely, whether these envelopes were supplied by me as an official issue. 1 
have already stated how I came to furnish them to Mr. Atlee, and if any 
were supplied by me to other parties, these people were quite aware of the 
fact that the envelopes were mo¢ official. I took good care to inform them 
of the fact, and [ fail to see how under these circumstances so much fuss 
can be made about the matter, and so much blame be attached to my name, 
particularly as my successors in office make no secret of it that they sold 
large numbers of these envelopes. From 1871, when I left Potchefstroom, 
to 1875, when I resigned as Postmaster-General, there were half a dozen 
postmasters at Potchefstroom, who have all no doubt supplied these en- 
velopes. The present Postmaster-General, who was also postmaster of 
Potchefstroom, formerly, who supplied twelve varieties of these envelopes to 
Mr. Tamsen, told me candidly that he supplied a good many of these en- 
velopes to Mr. Lincoln and other dealers on payment. 

I reiterate, these envelopes were not issued or supplied as official, there 
was no doubtfulness about them, and they could only be used in collections 
as curiosities. 

Some time ago I sent some envelopes with 14d. stamps affixed to the post- 
master in Vryheid (New Republic, Zululand, now forming part of the Trans- 
vaal), and asked him to obliterate these stamps with his office stamp and 
write the date within the circle. The postmaster complied with my wish and 
returned the envelopes to me (sample enclosed). I then forwarded these 
envelopes to a friend of mine, a stamp collector, living at Madeira, who re- 
ceived them as a curiosity, being well aware how they were obtained, and 
that they had no claim to be considered as an official issue. 

I see no harm in this, and I saw no harm in the envelopes supplied to Mr. 
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Atlee in 1869, but a mountain may be made out of every molehill. There 
are a few more points in Major Evan’s paper I wish to touch upon. 

There were no stamps of the first series of 1d., 6d., and ts. first issue, 
printed in Germany, issued in ¢Ais country. As far as I remember, the proof 
sheets made by the engraver in Germany of the three different plates were 
distributed among some dealers, who applied for stamps long before they 
were issued here. I do not know the nature of the statement made by Mr. 
Atlee in 1870, referred to in Major Evan’s paper, but it is not unlikely that 
some of the sheets that accompanied the first plates were supplied to dealers 
in Europe. 

The 3d., violet, issued in 1871, and 6d., blue, issued in 1874, both with the 
improved eagle, were the only issues officially sanctioned inGermany. I do 
not know whether Major Evans refers to ‘hese as German impressions. The 
stamps sold wholesale fraudulently, and without the sanction of the local 
Government, by the engraver of the plates, “Adolph Otto in Gustrow, Meck- 
lenburg Schwein,” known in the trade as Mecklenburg stamps, must not be 
confounded with the above-mentioned two impressions, I may remark here 
en passant that to prevent the importation of these frauds—printed from the 
original or duplicate plates, and sold at half price by some European dealers, 
in all colors of the rainbow—the local Postmaster-General has issued a notice 
on the 17th October, 1888, calling in all the stamps issued before 1st April, 
1885, before the 7th of November, 1888, up to which date all the former 
issues could be exchanged for the present series. The period for exchanging 
the former for the new stamps was made so short to prevent any of the above 
mentioned frauds being imported and exchanged for genuine stamps, 

With regard to the date of the 6d., Queen’s head, surcharged 1d., in red, 
I findon reference to the books of the Treasurer that they were issued at 
various dates previous to June toth, 1879 (see list attached). I was un- 
certain about the date at the time, and therefore inserted the (?). 

In reply to Major Evans’s remarks about the printing of the stamps, I may 
mention here, that except the first series—1d., 6d., and 1s., printed at Pre- 
toria the 3d. and 6d., printed in Germany ; and the 1d, and 6d., printed in 
Natal—all issues were printed in Potchefstroom up to the time I left the 
post-office in April, 1875. From this time the stamps were printed in Pre- 
toria again up to the time of the new (present) issue, printed in Holland, 
with the exception of those issued during the British Government with the 
Queen's head. 

The stamps printed in Natal—id., red, and 6d., blue—are given asa 
distinct issue, as they were printed in Natal. The color was different in 
shade from the Potchefstroom and Pretoria issues, and the perforation was 
by machine, The paper also was different from the other issues. 

In my letter to Mr. Tamsen I forgot to mention about the various colored 
papers on which the 3d. surcharged stamps were printed, but have rectified 
the omission in the list of issues at the foot of this communication. As | 
said before, my connection with the post-office ceased in 1875, but I naturally 
continued to take great interest in the postal department, and watched every 
new issue. I entered the service of the British Government in 1878, and, as 
compiler of the Biue Book, all the head officials, including the Postmaster- 
General, had to furnish me with statistic belonging to their departments. I 
was thus kept au fait in all postal matters, until the retrocession of the 
country to the Boers in 1881 put an end to my official career. 

If I have succeeded in clearing up some of the doubts lingering in the 
minds of philatelists connected with the stamps of this country I shall be 
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much pleased ; and I need not say that I shall at all times be ready to give 
information on any point that may not be sufficiently ventilated. 

If, at the same time, I have succeeded in contradicting the accusations 
of some Continental writers, and refuted some of the reproaches—implied, 
if not expressed—made by Major Evans in his paper reférred to, I shall be 
still more gratified. 

I append a corrected list of the dates of issue, to which I have attached 
samples of those issues still in my possession, or obtained for the purpose of

“Vlustrirtes Briefmarken Journal.” 


Caution !» This is our first impulse, before speaking about a novelty, which 
seems to have been made only for the purpose of taking advantage of the 
credulity of the collector, by offering him something which is of even less 
value to a postage stamp collector than a spie/marke is to a coin collector. 

Paris is again the source of this pretty piece of business. ‘This time a little 
section of territory has been selected which is particularly adapted to realizing 
the youthful dream “If I should become a King,” and the dreamer in this 
instance is Mr. Mayrena. 

This fortunate little strip of land, dignified by the name of “Kingdom of 
Sedang”’ (Mr. Mayrena is King,) is said to be situated in Farther India, be- 
tween Annam and Siam, on both banks of the river Mekiang (Me-Khong,) an 
important stream emptying into the China Sea. The kingdom is said to con- 
tain 250,000 inhabitants, whose industry consists of the planting of tobacco, 
cotton and cereals, besides the chase and war. Benzine and Wax must also 
be included in its natural products, and it is said that gold mines are to be 
found there. In order to create a greater appetite for the kingdom in question, 
or rather for its postage stamps, a French paper, which contains a half column 
advertisement of the new stamp, indulges in the following expression : 

“If the King of the Sedangese should make a good harbor in the river flow- 
ing through his land, he can acquire quick and easy communication, by means 
of which he will establish a large trade for this rich and fruitful country.” 
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Up to the present time this has not been accomplished, but a beginning has 
been made in so far as some one in Paris has been careful to see that stamps 
shall be ready as soon as they shall be needed. Until now nobody in Sedang 
has used any for postal purposes, and probably no one out there has ever 
seen one. 

Efforts have also been made to have the country admitted to the Postal 
Union, but they were not accorded an enthusiastic reception. 

Now it is attempted to introduce these stamps of a country without a pos- 
tal system by advertising and bamboozling the dealers, thus bringing the stamps 
into the possession of those collectors who purchase anything that looks at all 
like a postage stamp. Thousands of unused sets are offered, somewhat under 
face value, and they have been audacious enough to print values of 50 cents 
and 1 dollar, asking 10 francs per pair, for a pair of stamps that cost nothing 
to print, and that are issued under no governmental authority. 

All this is done for stamps which are not in use, and which are attributed 
to acountry that has no post office and perhaps exists only in some fertile brains. 

The lithographic presses will turn out as many stamps as the traffic will bear. 

The Briefmarken Journal therefore wants its readers not to spend a single 
pfennig for these stamps. 

Before we give them our sanction, we must have proofs that the stamps are 
required for the ordinary uses of a postage stamp. We are as yet without any 
such proof. 

We will close with a description of this Parisian industrial product. 

The design is very simple and inartistic. Description: large rectangle en 
closing a smaller one Jetween outer and inner rectangle the inscription 
“ Deh "—“ value in figures’’—“ Sedang ’"’—“ value in words.’ Crowns in the 
four corners. Inthe center a coat of arms surmounted by a large crown. 
The stamps are all printed on white wove paper, and are perforated 11.

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The American Philatelist announced some time ago, as a new issue, a lobago 
Ip carmine, watermarked Crown and C. A. Our confrere is probably not 
aware that the revenue stamps of that colony are similar to the first issue of 
postage stamps but watermarked as above. No doubt this 1d carmine re- 
places the former 1d lilac revenue. 


The same paper chronicles a Congo toc rose of the last type ; this is rather 
premature, and has been officially denied, as it is not intended to bring this 
stamp into circulation before the end of the year. 


Look out for counterfeit surcharges of the rare Bermuda provisionals, and 
West Indian Revenues with so-called postal cancellation ; a large number of 
these frauds have been placed on the New York market within a month. 


The watermark on the Shanghai stamps reads “King boo” and means 
* Municipal Council.” 


Great Brirain.—The Ph, Record announces a registration envelope of 
four pence, vermilion. Upon inquiry, it was found that a supply of registra- 
tion envelopes for British Bechuanaland had been stamped with the stamps 
and an additional cartouche above, inscribed with the name, and that by ac- 


cident the cartouche was omitted in several instances, thus causing a curious 
error. 


The same paper chronicles a Dominican one penny carmine, of the current 
type, surcharged “* Revenue” which has been used postally. 


The list of U. S. Western franks, which we have been giving in our Revised 
List, will be completed some time during the fall, 


Durcu Inpirs.—We copy the following official notice from Zhe American 
Philatelist : 

“ By an order, dated January 10, 1889, the stamps of 10 cents and over, 
bearing the head of the King of Holland, the inscription, Ned. Indie, above, 
and the value below, also those of 5 cents and under, will bear in place of the 
head, the indication of value in large figures in the centre of thestamp. ‘The 
values will be as follows: 1, 2, 2%, 5, 10, 1244, 15, 20, 25, 30, 50 cents, and 
2 gulden 50 cents, the colors remainining the same. 

The due stamps will be nine in number, as follows: 2%, 5, 10, 15, 20, 30, 
4°, 50, 75 cents. 

‘he stamped envelopes will be five in number of the respective values of 
10, 1234, 15, 20 and 25 cents.” 

The Ph. Record is informed by the postmaster of Sangruz that the native 
stamps of Jhind have been suppressed. 


In our April number we chronicled the Austrian soldi stamps surcharged 
with value in- Turkish currency, and we are now informed by Mr. Moens 
that they are frauds. Having some suspicion he wrote about these stamps 
to the Director of the Post-office at Beyrouth and received the following 
reply : 
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BeyroutnH, May 27th, 1889. 
Dear Sir: 

In reply to your favor of May 13th, I have the honor to inform you that 
some day last year we found in our letter box several letters prepaid with 
the very stamps about which you ask me for information. Having myself 
proposed to the Secretary of Commerce at Vienna to surcharge our stamps 
with the value in piastres and to utilize the kreuzer stamps, | knew posi- 
tively that no soldi stamps existed with the value in Turkish currency. I 
immediately informed the Direction of the Post Office at Trieste of the 
matter, who discovered that the falsification had been made by a certain 
Mr. G.....,. at Constantinople, who was trying to get some special 
stamps for his collection. 

I protest with energy against the slander that it was I who ordered the 
manufacture of these stamps.

Eleventh meeting N. P. A., held July 1:oth, 1889, was called to order by 
President Wuesthoff, at 8 p. m.

The following parties were proposed by Mr Corwin, and elected as active 
members: W. B. Montgomery, 603 Washington St., New York City, and W. 
M. Stillman, Plainfield, N. J.. and as corresponding members, S. C. Stevens, 
79 Randolph St., Chicago, Ill., J. H. Huber, 170 Washington St., Chicago, 
Ill., J. L. Merritt, 1026 Ridge St., Philadelphia, Pa ; and the following by Mr. 
H. L. Calman: E. Shorthouse, Birmingham, England. 

Mr. Gregory's name was transferred from the active to the corresponding 
roll. Letters from Mr. Chaidopoulos were read, which stated that the follow- 
ing Grecian stamps of Athens press-work were issued on May roth. 11 dark 
brown, 201 pale rose and 251 blue, and on June z2oth, 101 orange ; that the 
201 rose is perforated; that all appear on paper watermarked through the 
sheet, and that a 101 rose, revenue for receipts was issued May 27th. He also 
enclosed specimens of the above stamps and was tendered the thanks of the 
Society. 
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The resignation of Mr. Warner was accepted with regret. Mr. Swendsen’s 
resignation was received and accepted. 
Mr. Corwin as Exch. Supt., read the following report :

participating in the Exchange. 

I have adopted the rule that no circuits will be sent to individual members. 
When members unattached to any branch wish to have Exchanges sent to 
them, they must join the nearest branch. Inno other way can this depart- 
ment become a success. 

The Treasurer advanced me, some months since, by vote of the Society, 
the sum of $44.75, for the initial expenses incurred in printing Exchange 
Sheets, regulations, etc , etc. 

1 am pleased to state that I have liquidated this obligation to the Treasury, 
from the amounts realized to date, from the sale of Exchange Sheets, (at the 
exhorbitant price of five cents each,) thus rendering the department out of 
debt to the Society. Inasmuch as to print 2000 sheets cost but $13.00 or 65 
cents per 100, and inasmuch as the postage per hundred sheets cannot exceed 
35 cents, I move that Article I, of the Rules of the Exchange Department be 
amended to read “ two cents’ per sheet, instead of “ five cents,” which price 
will amply cover all expense, and even leave a balance in favor of the depart- 
ment. 

In case this motion prevails, branch managers will please communicate to 
me the number of sheets in their hands unsold, upon July roth, and I will 
credit their account three cents per sheet, as they hold these sheets as agents, 
so to speak, of the Exchange Department. 

As before stated to you, the system upon which the department is being run, 
lets every member know at the end of each quarter, how much value of his 
stamps has been taken, and the amount is at once passed to his credit. 

I made an error, at the start, in making up to books, which contained each 
the sheets of more than one member, but I quickly discovered that this would 
not answer, and at once changed to the system of only one member’s sheets to 
a book, even though there be but one sheet. For convenience sake however, 
I beg to request the branch managers to ask their members to turn in to them 
at least three sheets at one time. 

I must say that I consider that the workings of the first short quarter in- 
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dicate that this department of our Philatelic work will prove a decided suc- 
cess, and that we are at last in the way of realizing what a properly managed 
exchange department should be, and that comes by having it run upon a busi- 
ness like basis, which certainly must mean satisfaction to all participating 
therein. The takings, as reported by the branch managers, are liberal, and 
class of stamps placed upon the sheets is above the average. 

For the present, I am recefving sheets from any member who chooses to 
contribute them, whether attached to a branch or not, and I shall continue so 
to do until it seem best to make a change. 

Should my motion with regard to the reduction in price of sheets for the 
benefit of members prevail, | make you the following proposition : Whenever 
the profits of the department, upon sale of sheets and the 5 per cent. commis- 
sion allowed me as Superintendent, reach the sum of $50, I shall turn the 
same into the Society, provided you will agree to devote the sums so handed 
in, to some object or objects for the advancement and welfare of Philately, 
which objects shall first be approved of by me. This proposition has a three- 
fold object ; first to return the profits to the members, whence they were de- 
rived ; second, to enable the Society to still further identify itself with the ad 
vancement of our science ; third, to encourage our members to still further 
endeavor to make our departnent a success, thereby conferring a benefit upon 
all those who join in its workings. 

I do not anticipate that the present will prove a very active quarter, in as 
much as the hot weather will, in all probabilty, seriously interfere with phila 
telic pursuits. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

It was moved and lost to reduce the price of the Exchange Sheets to two 
cents, Mr. Rechert moved, and it was carried, to increase the Committee on 
quarters by the addition of the Executive Committee. Mr, Berlepsch was 
elected Librarian. 

Mr. Corwin moved the following resolution : “ Resolved that the action of 
Mr. N. F. Seebeck, Secretary of the Hamilton Bank Note, Engraving and 
Printing Company, in entering into his late contract with the Government of 
Salvador, whereby it becomes apparent that it is his intention to again foist 
upon an inoffending philatelic public annually for the next ten years, a full 
series of such stamps, etc., as he formerly produced for Bolivar and the Dom 
inican Republic, in the interest of Philately is hereby heartily condemned, and 
that this Society will do all in its power to defeat Mr. Seebeck’s unworthy 
object.” 

Mr. Morton moved to table the resolution and after considerable debate 
the motion was lost. On the resolution being put, it was lost by a vote of 
8 to 5. 

Mr. H. L. Calman moved the adoption of the following amendment to the 
Exchange Rules: “‘ The profits from the sales of sheets and covers less the ne- 
cessary expenditure incurred in the working of the department, shall be turned 
into the treasury of the Society at the expiration of each quarter, but the 5 
per cent. commission charged by the Superintendent shall be free of all de- 
ductions.”

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO.—We copy the following from the Record: 
Stamp matters have been very quiet lately, but we have lately no fewer 
four post cards to chronicle, for which we are indebted to a gentleman 
who has-just received them from a friend at Sandakan. All the cards are 
the same size, 13790 mm., and have an ornamental border with an orna- 
ment in each angle of the two smaller values, and the numeral of value 
in the two of higher value. In the 1 and 3 centsthere is in the right upper 
angle, within the frame, a stamp of the type of the postage stamps of 1886, 
and in the left upper angle the arms and supporters within a circular band, 
inscribed in the upper part “GOVERNMENT OF BRITISH NORTH BORNEO,” 
and in the lower are native characters. Between the arms and the 
stamp is “Post CARD” in a curve, with a native inscription above, 
and underneath, the usual instructions, rHE AppRess, &c., in English. 
To the left is “ To,” followed by four lines for the address. Down the 
right side is an inscription in Japanese in two columns. In 
the 6 and 8 cents the stamp in the right upper angle is of large size, 31% 
X26mm., and shows the numeral of value, uncoloured, on a ground of 
horizontal lines, within an upright oval band, inscribed in the upper part 
‘* NORTH BORNEO,” with “ BRITISH” in acartouche above, and in the lower 
part “‘postaGe,” below which is the numeral of value in a small shield, 
which is also repeated in the two upper angles of the stamp. On each 
side of the shield at the foot is “‘cenrs.’’ ‘The arms are in the left upper 
angle, and under them an inscription in the native language. Between 
the arms and the stamp is “ BRITISH-—NORTH BORNEO "’ in two lines, “PosT 
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CARD on a straight tablet, with the instructions underneath, followed by 
To" in the centre, and four lines for the address. The Japanese in- 
scription on the side is the same in all the cards, though smaller in size in 
those of the two higher values. The entire design is lithographed on 
thick white card.
